London Hespital Nurses and Registration, 

Dr. Goodall (Chairman) submitted the report of the 
Registration Committee 

In regard to applications for registration from certain 
nurses trained at the London Hospital, the Committee 
stated that the Council would remember that at their 
meeting on April 21st last a resolution was passed recom- 
mending the registration of those nurses subject to the 
approval of the Minister of Health ' 

In reply the Minister of Health stated that he agreed 
with the recommendation of the Registration Committee 
that where such nurses had remained a third year in the 
hospital after the completion of the two years’ training 
required to qualify for a certificate, they were in equity 
entitled to be admitted to the register 

He agreed to the following proviso being added to 
Rule 11 (1 

Provided also that the Council may accept as 
sufficient a certificate that the applicant has had 
not less than two years’ training before November 
Ist,1919,ina general hospital approved by the Council 
having one or more resident medical officers, ifthe 
Council are satisfied that the applicant has been 
employed in the service of the hospital as a nurse 
in attendance on the sick for a period of not less than 
one year beyond the period covered by the certificate 
but immediately following it 


Election of New Council. 

The Committee submitted the scheme and rules for the 
election to the Council of the direct representatives. It 
stated that the scheme for the election had already been 
approved by the Council. The Committee had received 
and considered several suggestions which had been made 
by members of the Council in respect of the rules, and 
recommended that the scheme for the election of direct 
representatives asapproved by the Council on February 
17th, 1922, and the rules concerning the conduct of the 
election submitted herewith, be forwarded to the Minister 
of Health for his approval 

The scheme was discussed at some length but no copy 
was supplied tothe press. A brief reference to the scheme 
appears in the Nursinc Times of February 25th las 
(p. 179) Some apparently minor amendments were

Midwives and Drugs. 


A letter was read from Miss Puxleyof the Ministry of 
Health stating the view of the Minister on the use of 
pituitrin by midwives, and asking for the observations 
of the Board thereon.

subject The reason probably is that those engaged in 
the training of midwives have such a strenuous life, owing 
and the exigencies of the work that 
time to put on. paper is lacking 

Che best paper was sent by Tandem Arbor, 
is awarded the only prize that will be given this month 
Che paper is well.arranged and thought out; it shows a 
broad conception of what subjects should be included ; 
but we think her suggested programme would in actual 
practice be far too tiring, and it is a question whether the 
study hours, off-duty times and lecture hours would not 
impose a very heavy burden on the teaching-staff, who 
would presumably relieve at these times. A midwifery 
training school is one of the most difficult of all schools to 
because the work is irregular At one time there 
may be a rush of cases when the energies of the whole 
staff are heavily taxed; at another a comparative lull 
when arrears of sleep, study and recreation may be made 
up ‘Tandem Arbor’’ suggests that pupils ‘* should 
take at least 70 cases each to get a good grasp of the work 
and_ self-confidence She is of opinion that “ every 
additional pupil after a certain number adds to the 
expense without adding to the efficiency.’’ We do not 
agree with her on this latter point; we think that the 
pupils would profit more by taking fewer cases at a slower 
[They would have opportunities of seeing the 
intern deliveries, and towards the end of their training 
could be allowed a measure of responsibility at district 
cases, a senior and junior pupil going together and sending 
reports to the sister-midwife 

In marked contrast to the number of pupils suggested 
by ‘‘ Tandem Arbor "’ are the other suggestions—22, 26 
21! Such numbers would certainly overstaff the school 
We think from 10 to 12 pupils might be taken It must 
be remembered that pupil-midwives must devote time to 
study Of course if they are trained nurses the teachers’ 
task is lightened, but untrained women need time to 
absorb the theoretical work, and much patient teaching 
and supervision in the practical work. No one suggests 
preliminary training for a time before ward work; in a 
year's this would prove valuable ‘ Tandem 
Arbor suggests lectures between 7 and 8 p.m.; ‘‘ Wait 
and See "’ prefers 4 to 5 p.m.—a better hour on the whole 
but tiresome for the night nurses; it is certainly desirable 
that classes should be given at a time when the pupils 
are not too tired ‘ Bertha’s’”’ suggestions of 8-hourly 
shifts with one whole day off a week is a difficult arrange- 
ment in midwifery practice. Her plan for senior pupils 
to attend the welfare centres is a good one; she advocates 
a very nursing staff: matron, four certificated 
nurses with C.M.B. certificate; 21 pupils, and a domestic 
staff of one cook, one assistant cook, two maids and four 
daily workers \ school so staffed would certainly run 
at a loss, unless the in-patients and pupils paid very high 
“Wait and See’’ devotes most of her paper to 
off-duty time and very little to arranging the 
work. Even a year is a very short training for the 
responsible office of midwife,and though all work and no
